The Right Angle 
Eric BUTTERWORTH 


HERE ARE times in the life of every person 

when it seems as if the world has come to 

an end because of some real or imagined 
crisis. It is at such times that the little imp of 
human consciousness whispers in our ear, “You 
claim to believe in the omnipresence of good, but 
where is the good in this?’’ Often at this point we 
are so preoccupied with trying to find a solution 
to the problem that the question goes unanswered. 
But like an unresolved chord it lingers long in 
our subconsciousness haunting us with plaguing 
doubts. 

In times of challenge we cannot always set 
things right, but we can, if we will, see them 
right. And right seeing is the key to faith. We 
may not solve the problem, but by the light of 
spiritual insight we dissolve it. The real problem 
is not in the person or condition itself but in our 
thoughts about it, and when our thought is en- 
lightened the person and condition lose the only 
power they have as far as we are concerned. 

In Genesis it is said of man: “Let them have 
dominion . . . over all the earth.” This does not 
mean that man can zlways determine the events 
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and circumstances that occur in his life. Man’s 
dominion lies in his fhought. He can determine 
how he will view the things of the world, what 
he will think about them, how he will meet them. 
This determines what they are as far as he is 
concerned. “Choose you this day whom ye will 
serve.” 

A professional photographer was observed try- 
ing to get a dramatic picture of a lovely old 
church. He walked about the building two or 
three times, viewing it from every angle and esti- 
mating its photographic possibilities with infinite 
care. An amateur photographer, intrigued with 
such painstaking preparation for one picture, com- 
mented on it to the old artist. His reply was a 
gem of wisdom that has much broader applica- 
tion than he could possibly know: “In every situ- 
ation there is one right angle from which to shoot 
—one spot on which to fix your camera lens if 
you want to get the best picture. Any building, 
person, or scene can be made into a beautiful pic- 
ture if you get a shot from the right angle.” 

This “right angle” is often thought of as the 
lucky angle. Certainly it would seem that some 
persons are good luck prone. When they start an 
enterprise they succeed; when they travel they 
meet interesting people and have a wonderful 
time; even if they fail in some endeavor, out of 
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the failure comes some blessing that more than 
offsets the loss. The Egyptians had a saying to 
describe such a person: ‘He falls in the river and 
comes up with a fish in his mouth.” 

The student of Truth, however, discounts the 
possibility of luck. He knows that things do not 
just happen, and that there is a definite cause 
for everything that occurs in life. He knows with 
Emerson that “Shallow men believe in luck . . . 
Strong men believe in cause and effect.” The ines- 
capable conclusion is that the person who is good 
luck prone has somehow found the “right angle.” 

One of the most fertile of all Biblical promises 
is Paul’s statement: ‘““And we know that to them 
that love God all things work together for good.” 
Some students of Truth use only the latter part of 
the statement. “Don’t worry,” they blandly say, 
“everything will be all right, because all things 
work together for good.” But everything will not 
be all right unless we fulfill the causative condi- 
tions that make for rightness. An experience of 
inharmony, of lack, or of sickness is the result of 
clearly defined, though not so clearly obvious, 
causes existing in consciousness. The root causes 
are always to be found in erroneous viewpoints or 
faulty angles from which life is viewed. Unless 
we find the “‘right angle,” the positive viewpoint, 
the Christ consciousness, to weakly aver that 
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things will be all right is little more than wish- 
ful thinking. 

What, then is the right angle? It is revealed 
by the words “to them that love God.”” What does 
it mean to love God? It means that you believe 
in the omnipresence of God, and that God is 
good. It means that you are unalterably convinced 
that there is only good, and that if you look deeply 
enough into any situation you will find good. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall see 
God.” 

Here, then, is the right angle: loving God to 
the extent that we see Him in every person and 
every situation. It is the unshakable belief that 
even as God is everywhere present, so the possi- 
bility of good inheres in all things. It may not be 
readily apparent; we may be required to search 
for it, but the search will be conducted in the sure 
expectation of finding the good, the inevitable 
blessing. 

In many cases, perhaps in all cases, the greatest 
good to be derived from any challenging experi- 
ence is in the inner growth we make. Often, in 
treading the life of some great figure, we are 
stirred by the revelation that he had countless 
handicaps to overcome. We may wonder in sym- 
pathy how he could have accomplished so much 
in spite of his challenges. When we know Truth, 
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however, we realize that it was in meeting the 
challenges and resolutely working to rise above 
them, that he gained the strength and stability 
that led him “through the valley of the shadow” 
of hardship onward and upward to his place of 
acclaim. In every case the real key is in the fact 
that he found the “right angle.” He was free from 
resistance and resentment. He did not look back 
with regret and despair. He faced the future with 
faith in God, the good, omnipotent, and in the 
continuity of God’s good in his life and experi- 
ence. Somehow he knew, though not in so many 
words, that only good could come to him, and 
that out of chaos must come order. 

Remember, there is something of good in every 
experience. Begin each day with the realization: 
“There is only one presence and one power, God, 
the good, omnipotent. I give thanks that the in- 
herent good may be revealed in everyone and ev- 
erything.” While others are looking at God 
through their troubles, thus magnifying every un- 
toward circumstance out of all proportion, resolve 
that you will look at your troubles through God, 
thus magnifying the Lord and making plain the 
way of your ultimate good. This will make you 
acutely perceptive of that “right angle” from 
which you will see that all things surely work 
together for your good.

UR NATIONALITY, our race, our language, 
our educational or our financial back- 
ground may be different from those of 

the people around us. But the Christ in one per- 
son is the same as the Christ in another. 

If we feel shy when we meet people, if we are 
timid about making new friends and acquaint- 
ances, let us remember that it is the Christ in us 
that meets and greets the Christ in others. 

As we think this thought, ‘““The Christ in me 
greets the Christ in you,’” we remove all barriers. 
There is no high, no low; in Christ we are one. 
The clothing one person wears may be unlike the 
clothing another person wears, but the life that 
sustains their bodies is the same life. We may 
express ourselves in different words, but the love 
that prompts the word one speaks is the same love 
that prompts the word another speaks. Since all 
life and all love spring from the heart of God, 
we can meet our brothers, knowing: ‘The Christ 
in me greets the Christ in you.”
